The High Cost EC Weeds 


Actual evidence of the land fs 
shown in an extract from the report of an inspector valuing a certain farm 
for loaning purposes. In his report, this inspector says: “It is badly infested 
with. sow thistle—-as are all the farms in the neighborhood. I have valued 
$1,000 less than 1 would if clean of this weed.’ 

This $1,000 represented 12 per cent. of the yalue ef the farm. Many 
Inapectors would have discounted the value to an even greater extent. 

The question naturally suggests itself: What, Mr. Farmer, is your weed 
crop costing. you? 

You may not be contemplating a sale of the land, 
placing of a loan on it. For the time being the actual value of the land may 
be of no particular interest to you. except from a taxation standpoint. | 
Nevertheless, the question i# none the less pertinent: What is your weed 
crop costing you? 

If. you are using dirty seed, it is costing yor something for seeding it. 
Let it be assumed that the weeds are already there and seed themselves and | 
that the cost of seeding can be eliminated. But you have to cut the weeds | 
along with the grain; that costs something. You have to thresh the weed 
seeds along with the grain; that costs something more. You haul many | 
pounds of weed seeds along with the grain to the elevator; more cost. You | 
pay elevator charges on the total weight; another cost. You pay freight on 
the weed seeds as well as on the grain; extra cost. Finally, you pay to have 
the weed seeds cleaned from the grain; added cost. These are direct out- 
lays. Have you ever taken time to figure up these costs? Their total would, 
surprise you. And, by the way, heving borne all these costs, what sum of 
money did you realise for the weeds thus ratsed and marketed by you? 

But, apart from these direct costs, what was the total of the indirect cost 
of your annual weed crop? How much life and nutriment did these weeds 
extract from your land?. How much ‘moisture did they consume which 
would have given additiona? strength to your grain? How many extra bushels 
of wheat or oats or other grain per acre would you have realized from your 
tand if it had been clean of weeds, and you had been producing grain only. 
instead of an unmarketable mixture of grain and weed seeds? 

But, you argue, there @ another side to the weed account in your farm 
ledger. It costs something to get rid of weeds and to keep land free of them. 
Perfectly true. And if you have permitfed your land to become _badiy 
infested, the initial cost of weed eradication will be heavy. 
have hastily concluded that it is cheaper to go on raising weeds and grain 
together thati to make a fight against the weeds. li is well to remember, 
however, that year by year the weeds will become more numerous and the 
grain smalter and smaller. 

Then, too, the day may come when you will want to sell the farm, and 
you will discover that a weed-infested farm invites few buyers and a low 


loss in value of weed-infested farm

and theréby automatically reduce your grain yield, the time is coming when 
you will be forced io apply to a Company for a loan. Then Mr. Inspector 


otherwise would if it had, been free of weeds. 

The most expensive and the least remunerative crop any farmer can 
raise is a crop of weeds, yet thousands of Western 
this losing business. Why? Because they haye never taken the time to 
reckon up the cost, or beceuse of shiftlessness, or downright laziness. 
Possibly ignorance is the: cause, the farmer failing to realize that allowing 


in the long run as is involved in fighting them, while the cost ot growing 
‘weeds is many times greater than the cost or eradicating them. 

And if the cost and loss to the individual farmer is so great, it is, in the 
aggregaie, to the municipality, the province, and the Dominion go enormous 
as to stagger ‘the imagination. 

Fight weeds as you would fighi fire. Fight even harder, because you 
can insure properiy against fire, but not against weeds. The only insurance 
against weeds must be provided by your own iabor. It will prove one of the 
best paying of all your farm efforts.

NO FIXED SPEED 
LIMIT IN- ALBERTA 


AUTO CLUB LEARNS

According to the statutes of: the | 


province, revised last session of the 
legislature, Alberta has ho rigid 
speed limit for traffic on public high- 
ways. This hag been gleaned from 
the regulations by Charles H. Grant, 
K, C., president of the Alberta 
Motor Association, in response to a 
request from the executives of the 
A. M. A. that complaints of motor- 
ists regarding arrests by the pro- 
vincial police for driving in. excess 
of 30 miles an hour, be investigated. 
The paragraph in the Vehicles 
and Highways Traffic Aet respecting 
a speed limit reads as follows: 


“At a rate of speed which is 
reasonable, 


un- 
having regard to all the 


circumstances of the case, including 
the natufe, condition; and use of the 
highway and the amount of traffic 


which is then, 
be expected, 


There however, certain speed 
limits fixed beyond which the burden 
of proof that the speed was reason- 
able is upon the accused, i.e., if a 
motorist is charged with excessive 
speed, the crown only, has to prove 
that the motorist was at certain 
places exceeding a certain speed, and 
if the motorist does not then prove 
that the speed used was reasonable 
having regard to the existing condi- 
tions, he will be convicted,

British Col- 
umbia, hens prodfice, on an average, 
184 eggs each per year whilst the 
average production for the continent 
is under 100. . An increased produc- 
tion of only 24 eggs per hen makes 
the payment of interest on added 
land of the value of $2,000. The pro- 
duction ranges in British Columbia 
from 105 eggs per bird to 205, pullet 
flocks included. 

Ten of the best farm.incomes an- 
nually for a five year period in Bri- 
tish Columbia were: $2,482 from 
poultry, $521 from tree fruit, $474 
from small fruit, and $2,356 from 
dairying. In poultry f 86 per 
cent, of the total receipts are from 
the sale of poultry and eggs, taking 
two thousand farms as the basis. 
The land used in poultry farming is 
worth $198 per acre, and gross re- 
ceipts per acre from poultry farming 
average $290. The average unit of 
production is 134 eggs per bird. 


Fatal Hour For Criminals 


Scotland Yard Atways Holds Confer- 
ence Just Before Noon 

Pleven o’clock is probably the most 
fatal hour of the day for London's 
criminals. It is the hour when Scot- 
land Yard usually calls its “Cabinet” 
together, when the police chiefs meet 
to talk over the worst items in Lon- 
don’s nightly crime bill. 5 

Much of Scotland Yard's history of 
successful crime-detection has been 
made in the hour before noon, when 
the greatest brains which London 
employs to defeat the Moriartys of 
the underworld are brought” together 
in the historic conference room of the 
police headquarters. : 

A great deal of preliminary routine 
work has been gone through before 
the “Cabinet” meets. All the tele- 
grams and telephone messages which 
have come in through the night have 
been dealt with, all the sealed sacks 
of letters and parcels which have 
come by mail and courier have been 
sifted by the official sorters and dis- 
patched to the proper departments. 
Only the more important matters are 
referred to the chiefs, 

Once a week the divisional detec- 
tive inspectors from London's twenty- 
three police stations come to Scot- 
land Yard. They lay before their su-~ 
periors the week’s toll of crime, ana 
give an account of the working of 
the C.LD. machine in their division. 
At the end of each month Scotiana 
Yard audits“iis accounts of “crimes 
commiited” and “crimes accounted 
for,” and a copy of London’s strang- 
est balance-sheet is laid on the table 
of the man who controls the work- 
ing of the world’s greatest police. ma- 
chine, 


Trade With United Kingdom 


Three Causes Given For Serious De- 

cline During Last Fiscal Year 

The décline of over $61,000,000 in 
the Dominion’s export trade with the 
United Kingdom during the fiscal 
year ended March 31 is mainly at- 
tributed to three causes, writes Trade 
Commissioner G. B, Johnson, Glas- 
gow, in the Canadian Commercial In- 
telligence Journal. Great Britain’s 
import trade from all countries de- 
clined serously owing to the slowing 
up of industry and to labor troubles. 
The year 1925*26 was the greatest 
year in Canada’s history “of export 
trade to Great Britain, with the ex- 
ception of the inflated war and post- 
war years. Wad 1925-26 shown nor- 
mal instead of extraordinary expan- 
sion, the succeeding year would have 
shown no decline. By far the great- 
est ‘falling off in°Canada’s exports to 
Great Britain occurred in the grain 
trade, largely due to the fact that 
ships ordinarily in that trade were 
diverted from Montreal to United 
States Atlantic ports to carry coal to 
England and the continent.

Britain First To Adopt Principle Says 
: Lionel Curtis 

Discussing British ideals and as- 
pirations, Lionel Curtis, honorary 
secretary of the Royal Institute of In- 
ternational Affairs, told the Institute 
of Pacific Relations at Honolulu, in 
a paper released for publication, that 
the world owes to Britain the princl- 
ple of the commonwealth. Mr. Cur- 
tis defined the principle of: the ecom- 
monwealth as “the sermon on _ the 
mount,” reduced to political terms— 
a society organized on the theory that 
the duty which each member owes 
the other is beyond measure.” 

Sir Arfhur Currie, chairman of the 

Canadian group expressed the belief 
that Canada could contribute mater- 
jally to the settlement of Pacific pro- 
biéms ‘because “Canada is the first 
political community drawn on a large 
scale to achieve national autonomy 
without revolution or war of any 
kind, Canada has been schooled in 
peace.” 
* Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, Ameri- 
can feminist leader, declared that 
making m6hey has become a substi- 
tute for “war instinct” in the United 
States. 

“The powerful groups in the Unit- 
ed States are the economic imperial- 
ists;’ she said. “These forces can 
wield, an inestimable influence over 
any government, any party, and most 
men,” 


Surveying Under Difficulties 
Work On the Interprovincial Boun- 
~ dary Line Between Alberta and 
British Columbia 

The difficulties which have to be 
overcome by Govertment surveyors 
in the performance of their duties are 
seldom realized by the layman.

Scientist Says Tarslch 
Can Be Prevented 


Troatment In Process Of Manufacture 
Is Effective 

The tarnish that appears on silver- 
ware can be prevented in many cases 
by treatment in process of manufac- 
ture,. if certain developments in pro- 
tective coatings, now applied to other 
metals, are used properly, in the 
opinion of R. M, Burns of the Amert- 
can Bell Telephone laboratory. 

“Treatment of copper articles ef- 
fectively prevents tarnish,” sald Mr. 
Burns, “and similar treatment applied 
to silverware would be equally effec- 
tive. A film of oxide of copper so 
thin as to be invisible and which 
would prevent corrosion can readily 
be produced iu the manufacture of 
silver.” 

Mr. Burns said that the control of 
corrosion of underground cables is 
one of the most serious problems 
facing the telephone industry. Hun- 
dreds of miles of underground cable 
connecting large cities by telephone 
are rendered useless annually by the 
corrosion of the lead sheets covering 
them, 

Progress in methods of application 
and use of metals as coatings for 
iron and steel is greatly reducing 
the annual loss of the nation caused 
by rust declared Dr. William Blum of 
the Bureau of Standards, Washing- 
ton, D.C., in his paper on the “Con- 
trol of Corrosion.” 

“Rust is wasting wealth at the rate 


of hundreds of millions of dollars 
annually,” he said. “Proper metallic 
coatings can prevent this waste 


largely, but it is beyond present hope 
to prevent all corrosion losses or to 
control all conditions which corrode 
metals. Atmosphereic exposure of 
metals is of course the most import: 
ant of these. Fresh water, sea water, 
soil and stray currents are other fac- 
tors that result in excessive corro 
sion.” 

Cadmium js one of the most desir- 
able metals for coating, Dr. Blum 
said. When the bage fs subjected to 
marine exposure, and when appear-

Doctors Must Make Disclosures About 
Patient If Court Orders it 

A doctor when on the witness stand 
|im court has snot the privileges of a 
legal advisor but must make disclos- 
| ures about a patient, however confi- 
dential, if ordered by the court to do 
so. An important ruling to this effect 
has been given by Justice Sir Henry 
McCardie, of the King’s Bench divi- 
sion of the high court of justice at 
the assizes in Birmingham, England, 

Two medical men respectfully pro- 
tested against giving certain evidence 
|in a case being tried and claimed 
privilege from divulging patients’ af- 
fairs, but they were over-ruled by the 
coum, 

His Lordship however admitted 
that it was a phyaician’s duty under 
ordinary circumstances to keep in- 
violate knowledge gained from a pa- 
tient. In fact, he added, a doctor 
| was liable to heavy damages other- 
wise, and in some countries in 
| Europe it was held a criminal offence 
for a physician to break secrecy in 
connection with a patient
